Among his passengers is the 
predatory spinster, Miss Sparrow 
(Tammy Grimes), who has marked 
him for her own and who subsequently 
has all the fury of a woman scorned 
when Thrumm falls head-over-heels 
with the enticing Carla. 

The machinations of the latter in her 
attempt to relieve Thrumm of his $30,- 
000 in lire casino winnings, aided by 
her slick, double-talking ex-husband, 
Remo (Modugno); the subsequent 
events in which Thrumm discovers he 
has been duped and pursues the crook 
up a mountain and even into the car 
of a ski-lift in mid-air (here takes 
place one of the funniest fistfights ever 
conceived for a movie) ; the manner in 
which Miss Sparrow takes her revenge;

Titled “In the Garden—Under the 
Tree,” its music was written by the 
versatile McCallum, with lyrics by Paul 
Francis Webster, A _ second tune,

Shakespearean fame. In Venice, things 
got a bit tricky when the pair wound up 
in a gondola clinch. At the other end of 
the wobbly craft, cinematographer Ga- 
bor Pogany was balancing wary-eyed 
with his 250-pound camera which 
threatened to pitch the two lovers into 
the canal at any moment. 

Producer-director Alvin Ganzer, for- 
mer student of Ernst Lubitsch and Leo 
McCary and old hand with cameras, 
used the hand-held Arriflex camera in 
such tight places as inside cable cars and 
ski lifts high in the Alps near Cortina. 

When McCallum began his comic 
opera fistight with villain Domenico 
Modugno, it began in a meadow during 
a sunny day. Two hours later, a driving 
snowstorm hit the pair as they flailed 
away. Ganzer resignedly had to wait 
for sunshine before turning the camera 
: gain. 

In Santa Margherita on the Italian 
Riviera, a three-million dollar villa was 
converted into a lush gambling casino. 
The gaming tables and croupiers were 
imported from the nearby gambling 
town of San Remo, 

During the gambling sequence, fea- 
turing the stars and hundreds of extras, 
a 1,500-pound glass chandelier ripped 
loose and crashed to the floor, miracu- 
lously missing McCallum and Miss 
Koscina, but taking out four feet of 
floor. 

For McCallum, whose face is known 
throughout most of the world as tele- 
vision’s Illya in “The Man from 
U.N.C.L.E.” series and who has been 
the subject of countless maulings by 
hysterical teenagers, filming in Italy 
proved a welcome relief. Since 
“U.N.C.L.E.” is not aired there, he was 


able to walk the streets of Rome un- 
noticed except for an occasional busload 
of American and English tourists who 
wailed “Tllya!” as they whipped by him, 
trapped in their moving buses. 

At Cortina, a make-believe border 
crossing was constructed for the picture 
complete with striped road_ barriers, 
guard post, German and Austrian flags 
and “customs inspectors.” 

Before shooting began, a German 
tourist couple pulled up in their car, 
gaped at the guard, and frantically 
poured over their maps, obviously com- 
pletely lost. When they tried to hand 
over their passports, the ‘‘inspectors” 
(actors) shook their heads. As the Ger- 
man reached his boiling point, McCal- 
lum arrived on the scene and finally 
convinced the couple that it was a movie 
company at work. 

One look at the “Chelsey Tours’ bus 
used in the film and it would be difficult 
to imagine that the squat, dumpy vehicle 
could be a marvel of motion picture 
ingenuity. Any part of the bus could be 
dismantled on the spot, permitting 
cameras to enter from any direction as 
the bus moved. 

Perhaps the favorite story told by the 
cast concerns Harvey Korman, who 
plays a likeable lush in “Three Bites of 
the Apple.” He became a victim of 
Italian efficiency when, while taking a 
shower in a Rome hotel, he noticed a 
chain on the wall. Thinking it was the 
light switch, he gave it a yank and 
brought a mob of hotel help crashing 
through the bathroom door to the rescue 
as he stood there in the altogether. 

It seems Korman had yanked the 
emergency cord hung near the tub to 
aid the elderly and infirm! 


DAVID McCALLUM HASN'T LET METEORIC 
HOLLYWOOD SUCCESS ENLARGE HAT SIZE 


David McCallum, the hottest name in 
films and television today, sat in the 
commissary at the Cinecitta Studios in 
Rome. 

“T’m unable to do very many inter- 
views anymore because I just don’t have 
the time,” he explained.“TI’ve been going 
on a fourteen-hour-a-day schedule for 
the past two years on ‘The Man from 
U.N.C.L.E,’ and in between sandwiched 
in the feature film, ‘Around the World 
Under the Sea’ and guest spots on TV 
in the ‘Andy Williams’ and ‘Carol 
Channing’ shows.” 

Now the Scottish-born actor is cash- 
ing in on his new-found success. With 
top billing in the new MGM comedy, 
“Three Bites of the Apple,” he is riding 
high. But he speaks guardedly of his 
future. “There are so many things I 
want to do,” he said. “It’s a pity we can 
live only to our seventies or, if we’re 
lucky, a bit longer. Acting is my life’s 
blood, but lately my success in 
‘U.N.C.L.E.’ has opened doors to other 
areas which I would otherwise never 
have had access to.” 

On completion of “Three Bites of the 
Apple” in Italy, McCallum jetted back 
to Los Angeles to begin his third year 
of “U.N.C.L.E.” and the physically 
wearying daily grind of television. 

“Working in Italy, where the series 
isn’t known, was like a breath of fresh 
air,” said McCallum, “My apartment in 
Rome was located blocks from anyone 
who speaks English and I was able to 
walk the streets and window-shop with- 
out being stared at.” 

The relief was understandable. He had 
only recently gone through a terrifying 
week of mob scenes in London and 
Scotland in which hundreds of hysteri- 
cal teenagers descended upon him when- 


ever he ventured outside his hotel. 

Asked about the rumor that he was 
thinking of becoming an American citi- 
zen, McCallum thought awhile. “It’s 
like this,” he said. “At the moment I am 
undecided about whether I should 
change my nationality. It’s not a ques- 
tion of loyalty. I live in California, 
make my business there, and it’s a won- 
derful place to bring up my three sons. 
However, I have two more years of 
living in the States before I can take 
out papers, so I have plently of time to 
make up my mind.”
